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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants' amendment filed 7/27/06 has been entered. 

2. The species election has been withdrawn and all withdrawn claims have been rejoined.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

7. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
Claims 1-34, 43-58, 62, 63, 65-70 and 72-78 are pending and allowed. 
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The prior art does not teach or suggest the claimed method of vaccinating a vertebrate species with a 
vaccine comprising a composition prepared by forming water-in-oil emulsion comprising water, alginate, 
oil, antigen, and surfactant composition, and cross-linking the alginate emulsion with at least two 
different cations .
